Claims 31-46, drawn to Figure 13, which is a decoder 
with resolution conversion; 

Claims 47-56, drawn to Figure 16, which is a decoder 
with resolution conversion; and 
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Group V 



Claims 57-60, drawn to Figure 19, which is also a 
decoder with resolution conversion. 



Applicants elect with traverse, Group III, with claims 31-46 readable thereon, for initial 
prosecution on the merits. 

Applicants respectfully submit that Group III and Group IV (i.e., claims 31-56) are 
suitable for concurrent examination in the above-identified application. Similar to the 
Group III claims, Group IV claims are also directed to (a) decoding a first encoded 
stream of an original video signal with a first resolution; (b) extracting first information 
(i.e., an encoding parameter or a motion vector) from the encoded stream; (c) 
converting the original video signal decoded into a new video signal with a second 
resolution; (d) obtaining second information (i.e., an encoding parameter or a motion 
vector) based on the first information; and (e) encoding the new video signal using the 
second information. As both groups of claims have the foregoing subject matter in 
common, it is respectfully submitted that examination of both Group III and IV is proper 
in the given application. Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that the restriction 
requirement be modified such that claims 31-56 are considered a single group. 

Applicants believe that no extension of time is required. However, this 
conditional petition is being made to provide for the possibility that Applicants have 
inadvertently overlooked the need for a petition for extension of time. The
